diarrhea distinguish the malady. In I 
many cases patients are bed-ridden j 
several days Dr. Koehler said that | 
because 
the symptoms are akin to 
those 
of 
appendicitis, 
sufferers j 
should 
consult a 
physician. 
Al- j 
though a physician attributed t h e ! 
death of Edward Heckel, 41. to in ­ 
testinal influenza, Dr. Koehler said j 
the m alady sweeping the city could 


not be regarded as ordinarily fatal. 
The great danger, he said, is th a t it 
leaves the patient so weakened he is 
susceptible to more serious diseases. 
The m aladay was first discovered 
am ong

children 
several 
weeks ago. 
The m ajority of cases 
reported today were among adults. 
T he city’s water is polluted but 
Dr. Koehler said It was not respons­ 
ible for the epidemic, although he 
warned users to boil their drinking 
water.
